were approved by his Majeſtie ; that moft of theſe, 


Lords and their Depurics were formerly imploy'd in 
_ thelaidService. 

That the Warre in Sommerſei/hire was begun up. 
on thoſe that were peaceably macching to a Muſter in 
rhe ordinary way. 

4. Thar (ome of thoſe that were perſecated for rai- 
ling that Warre, were the men that infeſted Cormwall 
and now Devonſhire with violence and oppreſſion. 
5, Thar the Sheriffes raiſing of the power of the 
County is unjuſt, becauſe the Muſters by authority of 
Parliament are no unlawfull Aſſemblies. 

6. That the Commiſhon of Arrays illegall, becauſe 
ſo declaredin Par/zament, after it had beene preſented 
and petitioned againſt as a grievance, by ſome Coun- 
ties, amongſt the reſt this of Deveaſhire, becauſe itis in 
many points oppoſite to the Liberty of the Subject , 
and cannor be executed with equity. 

7. Thar the Commiſſoa of Array, and the Sheriffes 
power now put in execution againſt the Parliamens 
proceedings, are breaches of the Pexce, and deſtructive 
$9 the Kingdome , in railing a Civill Warre within it; 
and to Religion, by hindring the ſuppreſſion of the 
Rebellion in /re/and, and by inciting che Papiſts to 
joyne with the Array Forces in England, 

8. That all thoſe that rake Armes againſt the P arl:a- 
wen, and cheir Defenders, do: fallige their Poteſtari- 
on generally maken, and doe eauſe a breach of his Ma- 
zeſtics promiſe, and as we believe his gracious intenti- 
ON, aorto make Warrec again his Parliament. 

9. Thatno SubjcQ can cruely keepe his Oath of Al- 
legiance,that doth aot keep his Proceſtation, the Oath 
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EF 
of Allegiance being made ro the King as his Liege or 
tawfull Lord. 

10, That ſuch as make Warre upon the Parliamenr, 
doe what in them lies ro deſtroy all Parliaments, and 
conſequently to change the goverment of the Kinp- 
dome by Statute Lawes, and Courts of Juſtice, into ar 
Arbicrary Goverment, which is no lefſe then Trea- 
ſon. 

Theſe grounds thus laid, being infallibly true, and 
ſince the perſon of his ſacred Majeſty is as it were made 
Captive to the wills of choſe chat for privace ends and 
echetr impunity for Capitall offences, keep his Majeſty 
from his great Conncell: And ſince theſe Cavaliers 
that have fallen into Cornewall and now into Deven- 
ſhire, are of the ſame party an 1 deſigne. 

We can do no lefſe then forewarne all his Majeſties 
loving Subjeds, not only of the illegallity of their pro- 
ceedings, bur alſoof the dangerous and inevitable evill 
conſequent!y falling upon this Kingdom, ifrhey ſhould 
prevaile, And to invite all ſuch as love his Majeſty, 
and deſire ro maintaine the hearty affeQion of his peo- 
ple towards himand his pofterity, not to beallured by 
their perſwaſions and infinnations of their loyalty, and 
our Rebellion, or by their threats of death, our deſtru- 
ion, to be terrified from their duties ro God, the 
King, andthe publique weale, but to ſtand firme for 
the boly truth which they have profeſſed inall loyalty, 
as they have proteſted,not ſparing their Purſes or their 
paines, or the hazard of their lives for the defence 
rhcreof. 

And whereas divers of the good SubjeRs of this 
Country ave been lately ſeduced through feare to 
obey their unlawfull and pernitious commands, 
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L one: they cannot but lecuthem tending to their own 
ruinc, we doinvitethem coreturne to their firſt 

feſſed Aliegiance and duty ro the King and Parlia- 
ment. and we fhall be ready to imbvrace them in the 
Armes of Chriſtizn Love and friendihip, and be their 
Mediacors to the Parliameat for cheir full reconcilia- 
t70n, if we hnac it to be done {peeaily and really, 

And whereas great fcandall hath beenraken, and 
many fteares pur into the peoples minds, that our 
Troapers 2nd Draponeers are Authorized to plunder 
and take away the goods of the Inhabitancs of this 
County. we deſire that all men ſhould hereby know, 
that no Trouper or other Souldter,ever had any other 
 Anrchoritythento ſecure the perions of noted oppo- 
fires Orto ſec ure the Arms and Horſes for War. of ſuch 
25 would turne them againſt us, or cannot keep them 
from the adverſe partic, for all other goods which 
have or may be taken in that manner, we diſavow the 
giving of any ſuch Authority, and will do our beſt to
